Four Virginia live oaks (Quercus viginlana) were donated to the VMSM by Greenbrier Farms, Inc., of 
Chesapeake to enhanee the museum's Iattdscape4esign. 

The trees, each 15 to 20 years old, were brought in and planted by a special tec-«pade< The 84-inch 
spade carefully digs up trees with little dbturbance to their root systems, transports them, and then plan- 
ts them in their new environments. 

According to C. Mac Rawls, museum director, the trees, valued at a total of $8,400, are a welcome 
and appreciated aesthetic addition to the museum. They are especially appropriate for the Museum's 
setting because they are indigenous to this area and are very salt tolerant, of prime importance in a 
coastal area. 

The Virginia Marine Science Museum is set to open this summer at 717 General Booth Boulevard. 
This new facility will showcase coastal resources and will offer a glimpse of life beneath and beside the 
sea.

Arches, loops : Whorls 

-and things that go bump in the night

Tucked away in a corner room, deep inside the 
complex labyrinth of the Public Safety Building is 
undoubtedly one of the most creative filing systems 
imaginable. 

The nondescript surroundings and bland, neutral 
colored filing cabinets don't do justice to the in- 
tricate and unique blend of mathematical formula 
combined with such provocative titles as Arches - 
Loops - and Whorls. 

But the filing system is just one of the incredibly 
fascinating methods used by the thirteen city em- 
ployees in this particular unit. 

Quincy's cuLrious mind and iaYesligati 
techniques have nothing on the staff that handles 
the Identification Unit for the City's Police Depar- 
tment. 

After a whirlwind tour through the lab with Joe 
Streuli, evidence technician, as a guide, the overall 
impression you're left with is an unaldulterated and 
unequivocal - "Wow, Man! " 

And with over thirteen years on the job, Joe 
knows his stuff, to the point of still maintaining - 
after all these years - that "this type of work 
fascinates me!" 

The unit's job is to come up with the evidence 
that will connect a suspect with a crime. While 
responding to all kinds of crime scenes, they 
primarily go after fingerprints. Joe's basic job is to 
examine (latent) fingerprints when officers bring 
back prints recovered from a crime scene. An en- 
tire day can be spent manually pouring over any of 
the 42,000 fingerprints now on file at the depar- 
tment, looking for the intriguing "arches, loops, 
and whorls" that make each person's prints distin- 
ctive. 

It's true that there are no two people with iden- 
tical prints, although once you've gone through 
abdut five fingerprint cards, they already start to 
look so much alike, it's difficult to imagine 
someone reading prints for a living! 

But Joe Streuli is obviously no amateur. In- 
tkiidated by his tremendous knowledge in the 
evidence gathering profession - when he intently 
e^lained in depth how "ridges and furrows can 
make or break a case" - I, unwilling to appear 
stupid, nodded intently and said, "yeah, sure, 
Joe!" 

In 1985, the ID Unit identified 227 criminals in as 
many different cases, as well as a total of 302 vic- 
tims and non-criminals (such as people at a crime 
scene - not directly involved with the crime), 
viously, all prints at a scene have to be identified 
Recently the outcome of a case depended n 
only on this unit's expertise, but creative abiUty as 
well. A large piece of furniture was brought in to 
the evidence lab from the crime scene, and it was 
this unit that was responsible for lifting the prints 
that would eventually tie the suspect to the crime 
scene. 

Bruce Muncy, evidence technician, brought the 
piece of furniture in to the lab, so he would have a 
controlled environment in which to work. 

As the item was large and cumbersome, he had to 
create a makeshift area. First, he covered the item 
with a plastic tent. Then, opening several evidence 
packages (each releases a pungent aroma much like 
amonia), Muncy placed the packs under the tent, 
exposing the furniture surface to the fumes in the 
tightly closed area. 

The fumes combined with the amino acids left 
behind by the prints, and after a couple of hours, a 
white plastic residue was left. It is this residue that 
can then be dusted and the print lifted with tai», or 
photographed in position. 

According to the evidence technicians, suspects 
can indeed be placed at the crime scene by the iden- 
tification of a tool mark, tire mark, or footprint. 

Streuli doesn't appear to be an excitable type, as 
his personality reflects quiet humility - an easy 
going nature. So it's a real "kick" to get him 
talking about his job and watch the change in his 
expression - he absolutely loves it, saying "It's a 
real challenge! It's never boring. When you come 
in, in the morning, you never know what's going to 
greet you. I like it!" 

He particularly seemed to get a charge out of 
showing me how to "fracture - match." You 
know, when you take a broken item and match one 
to the other. According to Joe, criminals AC- 
TUALLY have been linked to crime scenes by 
photographs of fractured items such as a torn mat- 
chbook - half from the scene, half from the pocket 
of the suspect - shades of Perry Mason!

^ How do they work? Have you 
■ever seen a fire engine at a fire 
and wondered how the water 
comes out of the fire hose? 

There arc basically two types 
of fire trucks: Ladder trucks, and 
pumpers. Ladders are obviously 
there to rescue people out ol tall 
buildings and of course to assist 
the pumper when needed. 



- Pumpers carry at least 500 
•gallons of water inside the truck 
and have 2,000 feet of fire hose 
that is used for hooking up to a 
fire hydrant and supply the pum- 
per with water. There is two 200- 
foot hose lines already hooked up 
that are used for actual fire- 
fighting. The pumper carries a 
wide variety of tools used for cut- 
ting holes in roofs, cutting wires 
and prying stuck doors. 

There is also a heavy duty fan 
to remove smoke from buildings, 
a 24-foot ladder and a generator 
that makes electricity for our 
flood lights. The pumpers in 
Virginia Beach can pump as 



much as 1,500 gallons of water 
per minute-(gpm). 



In 1984, Virginia beach pur- 
chased 12 new pumpers all which 
are 1,500 gpm. They have auto 
transmission and power steering. 
They are constructed out of 
aluminum so the rust problems 
are reduced remarkably. Feel free 
to bring the children and drop in- 
to any Virginia Beach fire station 
and ask to look at the fire engine. 
Always remember to pull over to 
the right hand side of the road 
when ever an emergency vehicle 
approaches.

The Virginia Beach Education 
Association last week requested 
City Council to accept the 1986- 
87 School Board budget as 
presented. As I stated in my 
remarks to City Council, the 
operating budget contains" no fli 
initiatives, other than a restruc- 
turing of the gifted program. The 
salary increases fall in line with 
efforts of the General Assembly 
and the Governor to improve the 
salary levels of Virginia teachers 
in relation to their colleagues in 
other states. 

VBEA President-Elect Rob 
Jones in his presentation to City 
Council stated, "...if this budget 
has its shortcomings, those short- 
comings are on the side of 
frugality rather than excess. Even 
though the budget doesn't solve 
all the problems that teachers, 
nurses, audiologists and 
pschologists face, it is an impor- 
tant step in the right direction." 
He went on to say. 

Teachers' salaries will continue 
to lag behind the national 
average in Virginia Beach. The 
average teacher's salary in 
Virginia Beach is $24,048 this 
year, and a teacher with a 
bachelor's degree has had to 
teach thirteen years to reach that 
average. This is $1,209 below the 
national average teacher's salary. 
If the national average continues 
to gain by 7.3% per year, the 
proposed budget would move our 
teachers approximately 1 .9% 
closCT to average compensation. 
We must add here that the 
teachers of our schools are liot 
average, as is indicated by the 
achievement of our students and 
the reputation of our schools. 

A proper perspective is that the 
Govenor's Commission on 
Virginia's Future, which said, 
"We should create conditions 
that make teaching a career with 
fmancial and orofessional rewar- 



ds equal to its importance." Er- 
nest Boyer, President of the Car- 
negie Foundation for the 
Assessment of Teaching said, 
"Recruiting future teachers 
should be at least as important as 
recruiting fullbacks." This 
proposed budget will not bring us 
the Walter Payton's of the chalk- 
board, but it will be a step in the 
right direction. 

Class size in Virginia Beach 
will continue to be at one of the 
highest levels in the state if the 
proposed budget is adopted. The 
inclusion of funds for the staffing 
and operation of Rosemont 
Forest and Birdneck Elementary 
Schools does address class size 
with a step in the right direction.

This is not to men- 
tion those teachers who must also 
work part-time jobs to support 
their families. 

The report went on to say that 
90% of those surveyed were 
satisifed with their work. I would 
only hope that Mr. Bennett, and 
others who support the findings 
of -this -study^ -don't confuw 
'being satisfied with our work' 
with our determination to be 
compensated as professionals for 
a job that is being done well. 

Virginia Beach is staying above 
that kind of regressive thinking 
and for that parents and teachers 
alike can be thankful and, 
hopefully, we can all look for- 
ward to more years of responsible 
educational funding and, as a 
result, progressive and expanding 
programs for our children.

Visitor Contact Station, wildlife 
exhibits were featured inside a 
large tent. Exhibitors included: 
waterfowl carvers; a wildlife ar- 
tist and photographer; and a 
taxidermist.

Check the lubricant level in the 
lower unit. Make sure it's filled 
to the proper level as specified in 
the owner's manual. If it's been 
leaking, the lower seals and 
gaskets may need replacing. If 
you didn't drain the geargrease 
and refill it with the manufac- 
turer's recommended solution 
when you put it up for winter, do 
so now. 

Check the spark plugs. Make 
sure the plugs are gapped to 
specifications. Check the plug 
terminal connections and wiring 
and make sure they are clean, un- 
f rayed and snug-fitting. 

Check the boat's battery. 
Many fishermen don't take care 
of their batteries. 

They should always be charged 
up fully after a fishing trip. If 
your boat is going to sit there for 
a week, two weeks, three weeks, 
you should always charge your 
batteries>up and keep them fully 
charged while they're sitting. A 
fully charged battery will always 
keep a lot better. 

Be sure to clean the terminal 
posts and connectors of any 
corrosion. 

Check the fuel tank. Make sure 
that the fuel system clamps and 
fittings are tight and not leaking. 
Make sure the fuel lines are not 
cracked from age or wear, and 
replace them if necessary. 

In the South, very few people 
winterize their boat like they do 
in the North. Lots of boaters in 
the southern states put their boats 
up in a stall and let them sit there 



from November until January. If 
they're doing this, they should at 
least fill their fuel tanks totally 
full. Putting a boat up with an 
empty tank or partially filled 
tank is an invitation, for conden- 
sation to form in the tank as it 
warms up, gets cold and warms 
up again. When February rolls 
around and fishing season starts, 
they're going to have lots of 
trouble with water in their gas. 

If you didn't add fuel con- 
ditioner before storage, you'd 
better clean the fuel pump filter 
before adding fresh fuel. Most 
outboard fuel filters are designed 
for easy cleaning, but be sure to 
check your owner's manual 
before you do-it-yourself. Add a 
good fuel conditioner before 
filling the tank to help absorb any 
moisture that may have ac- 
cumulated during storage. 

Check the propeller. Check the 
prop for dings, d^nts and bends 
that can cut performance. If it's 
too far gone for minor home 
repair take it to a prop shop or be 
ready to invest in a new one. 
Stainless steel props offer much 
greater durability than aluminum 
propellers. 

Check the paint job of the 
motor. Your motor is m a lot of 
water. It stands to reason that 
any paint chips or flaking ought 
to be repaired to prevent 
corrosion. Most manufacturers 
offer factory-matched colors in 
easy-to-use spray cans. Take care 
not to paint over the water intake 
screen or the sacrificial zinc 
anodes.

Weekly vegetable shopping in 
Virginia Beach is actually 
something to look forward to this 
time of year. 

It seems there is a new fresh of- 
fering each week. 

Some spring green vegetables 
like Virginia-grown spinach, 
kale, collards and garden peas 
have very short seasons, making 
it crucial to get them as soon as 
they're available. Some greens 
are coming in now, and the peas 
and a second crop of greens will 
be arriving in local supermarkets 
around the middle of May, said 
Susan L. Wiley, marketing 
specialist with the Virginia 
Department of Agriculture aild ' 
Consumer Services. 

Shopping for fresh greens and 
garden peas can be quite 
deceiving. Greens cook down so 



much that you have to buy what 
looks like too much in order to 
have enough. With peas, you 
have to look beyond the pods and 
try to figure the amount to buy. 
Here's a list of expected yields to 
assist with determining how 
much to purchase: 

Collards - 1 lb., stems removed 
= 3 cups cooked = 6 servings; 
Kale - 1 lbs., stems removed = 
VA cups cooked = 4 servings; 
Spinach - 1 lbs., stems removed 
= 1 cup cooked = 2 servings; 
and Green Peas - 1 lb., in pods 
= 1 '/3 cups cooked = 2 servings. 

The greens coming in now are 
young, itcnder new leaves that 
have sprouted on plants leftover 
from last season. The crop 
coming in later in May is from 
this year's early spring planting. 
Both crops of fresh greens 



promise a flavor that is outstan- 
ding when steamed just until ten- 
der, in just about 20 to 30 
minutes. Cooked greens are 
traditionally served with smoked 
ham, spring onions and a sizzling 
skillet of cornbread. Leftovers 
freeze beautifully and can be 
reheated quickly in the 
microwave oven. 

Spinach is also outstanding as 
a salad green. In fact, some 
people that do not like cooked 
spinach love it raw in a tossed 
salad. Crisp bacon, sliced hard- 
cooked eggs and crumbled blue 
cheese are quite complementary 
in a spinach salad. 

Sweet green peas must not be 
overcooked or they will surely 
have bland fiavor and mushy 
texture. Instead, immerse shelled 
peas in rapidly boiling water for 



just 2 to 4 minutes; drain and 
season with butter. If using the 
peas cold, as in the following 
recipe, dip them in cold water as 
soon as they are removed from 
the boiUng water. Drain them 
well and combine in pasta, rice, 
seafood or green salads. 

Spring Green Salad 
4 cups cooked fresh peas 
1 jar (4 oz.) pimientos 
1 cup chopped onion 
1 cup chopped cucumber 
1 cup chopped celery 
1 cup chopped green pepper 
1 cup vinegar 
'/3 cup sugar 
!4 cup water 
Salt and pepper to taste 

Combine all ingredients, 
mixing gently until well blended. 
Chill 12 hours before serving.

People who help people-that's 
the underlying philosophy of 
SEVAMP, a local senior services 
agency; and on Friday, May 30, 
SEVAMP will be celebrating 
something very special-thc 10th 
anniversary of its Senior Com- 
panion Program. 

SEVAMP, which stands for 
South Eastern Virginia Area- 
Wide Model Project (for Senior 
Services), offers a variety of 
programs to the community. 
Millie Aben, SEVAMP represen- 
tative, says that the main thrust 
of the organization is to "deliver 
services to the elderly to better 
their lifestyles in any way 
possible." 

That's exactly what the Senior 
Companion Program has done. 
It has taken older, lower-income 
citizens and put them to work as 
companions for people in the 
community who need their 
assistance.

of a Senior Companionp^^e \ 
stated. Aben also add* thaL / 
because the program is localV^ 
and federally funded, there is no 
charge to those who utilize the 
Senior Companion Program. 
Therefore, "it is a fr« service to 



the community." 

Far more than just benefiting 
the recipients of the program's 
services, the Companion 
Program also benefits its elderly 
volunteers. The senior citizens 
who work with the program are 
paid a stipend of $2.20 per hour 
for four hours of work a day. "A 
stipend is considered a con- 
tribution to their well-being and 
does not affect any benefits they 
may receive, whereas a salary 
would (affwt benefits)," stated 
Aben. 

Aside from the monetary com- 
pensation, senior volunteers find 
the program "gives them a pur- 
pose-to go out and help; they 
love doing it," asserted Aben. 

To mark the 1 0th anniversary 
of the SEVAMP Senior Com- 
panion Program, the agency will 
recognize the more than 60 
elderly participants by hosting a 
luncheon in their honor at the 
Lighthouse Restaurant in 
Virginia Beach.

Trees can be saved by builders

Virginia Beach has been un- 
dergoing a building boom over 
the last few years as our area has 
experienced rapid growth. One of 
the heavy construction activity 
has been the removal of or 
damage to a large number of 
trees. 

To some extent, the loss of 
trees is unavoidable. Every tree 
cannot be saved in high density 
development nor is saving every 
tree desirable. Some trees require 
removal due to their condition 
and some species are not par- 
ticularly suitable as landscape or 
shade trees. Certain trees on a site 
will inevitably interfere with con- 
struction. 

However, the extent of tree 
damage or outright tree removal 
in the more recently developed 
sections of Virginia Beach shows 



that developers and builders are 
not devoting enough effort to 
tree preservation and protection. 
Some subdivision sites have been 
^ Completely cleared of trees. On 
' others, trees have been left with 
little prior planning for their 
protection during the construc- 
tion process. Many trees now 
standing in newly constructed 
areas will certainly be dead in a 
few years from construction 
damage, leaving the homeowner 
with an expensive removal 
problem. 

The sad thing is that much of 
the tree destruction that has oc- 
curred in Virginia Beach could 
have been avoided with only 
minor cost and inconvenience to 
developers and builders. The 
steps in tree preservation and 
protection are relatively simple. 
Site examination prior to the start 
of construction could identify 
trees worth saving and trees that 
should be removed. Trees of 
suitable vigor and shape that will 
not directly interfere with 
building activity could then be 
ma^ed for preservation. The 
builder and his contractors can 
then exercise some care to see 



that trees are protected while 
building activity takes place. 

Bark abrasions and root zone 
comjJaction arte the bigtfdkt' killers 
of trees ori^tdiiftrtrcndn sites; 
Keeping bulldozers, trucks, etc. 
away from trees is essential and 
can be accomplished rather easily 
if the site is marked prior to con- 
struction. In some cases, tem- 
porary protective wood barriers 
could be built. Bulldozer blades 
and tools do not have to be 
cleaned against the side of a tree 
nor do stacks of building material 
have to be piled there. With a lit- 
tle prior planning, underground 
cables can be located and in- 
stalled to avoid harmful root cut- 
ting. Fires and trash can be kept 
away from trees. 

Builders and developers have 
to make a profit and no one is 
suggesting that a fortune be spent 
in tree jwotection. Tree preser- 
vation and protection does not 
have to be expensive, it just has to 
be planned for. Development and 
tree protection are compatible 
and good examples can be found. 
LJnfortunately these examples are 
the exception rather than the rule 
in recent years.

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Teachers have never worked just 
an 8 a.m. to 3 p.m. job; and won't 




Nothing raises my chalkdust 
more than irresponsible 
statements about teachers made 
by those who should know better. 

The Virginian-Pilot recently 
reported on a survey conducted 
by a private research group called 
the National Center for 
Education Information. Praised 
by U.S. Secretary of Education 
William Bennett, the report says 
that teachers earn less than other 
workers because they "usually 
work only 180 days." 

Nothing could be further from 
the truth and that such comments 
should be deemed worthy of 
praise by individuals such as 
Bennett only serves to frustrate 
and annoy the professional 
educators who have spent many 
years trying to bring forth the 
reality of teacher time. 

The fact is that teachers in 
Virginia are contracted for at 
least 190 days a year. In Virginia 
Beach that translates into 181 



teaching days and nine days set 
aside for system-wide or building 
level inserviceS' and parent- 
teacher conference. Some people 
might still think that teachers 
have easy jobs because "school 
gets out around three o'clock." 
The fact is that a teachers' con- 
tracted work week is 37 hours 
long, not much shorter than the 
commonly accepted standard 40- 
hour work week. But even this 
does not begin to take into ac- 
count the many hours teachers 
must put in outside the contrac- 
ted time. 

A 1984 survey of Virginia 
teachers indicated that their ac- 
tual work week was well over 50 
hours. The additional time is 
spent in a variety of necessary 
tasks for which little time is 
available during the day. Grading 
papers for anywhere from 25 to 
32 students in seven subject areas 
at the elementary level to 100- 
150 students per teacher at the 
secondary level consumes many 
hours in the evenings and on 
weekends. 

Lesson planning is more than 
just writing a set of directions. It 
requires researching information, 
selecting proper activities of 
varying difficulties for various 
student needs, locating and ob- 
taining necessary materials and 
developing a method of presen- 
tation which will motivate and in- 
terest students conditioned by the 
instant gratification of television. 
Time is not included in the day 
for the mounds of paperwork for 
which teachers are responsible, 
such as reports requested by 
building administrators, records 



of standards of learning 
achievements, updating 
cumulative records, averaging 
grades. Filling out report cards 
and communicating with parents. 

Teachers also have additional 
duties such a sponsoring clubs, 
debate teams, yearbooks, and 
coaching sports, directing bands 
and coordinating subject area 
departments and grade levels, 
they serve on system-wide and 
building level committees, attend 
PTA meetings, support school 
activities by acting as chaperons, 
sponsors, ticket takers and 
refreshment dispensers. Indeed, 
given all a teacher must deal with 
in a week's time, working only a 
40 hour week would be a 
welcome relief. 



If teachers put their isirm«« 
work into 40 hour weeks they 
would work every weekday of the 
year-including holidays-with 
only one week off. But teaching 
has never been an eight to three 
job. And, for the children's 
sakes, we can promise you it 
never will!

owners told Council that Virginia 
Beach boats were being docked 
elsewhere where taxes are lower. 

The city staff was instructed to 
return Thursday with figures 
reflecting the lower rates so that 
changes can be made in thi 
Operating Budget. 

The ordinances on the budget 
and the real estate tax were adop- 
ted unanimously except that 
Councilwoman Meyera Ober- 
ndorf abstained from the portion 
of the budget allocating funds to 
flie Neptune Festival because her 
daughter is in the^eptune Court. 

The Personal Property tax or- 
dinance with the change for boats 
was approved by a vote of 9-2 
with Vice Mayor Reba McClanan 
and Councilwoman Barbara 
Henley dissenting. 

McClanan had suggested 
deferring consideration of a 
change in the boat tax pointing 
out that the personal property tax 
rate will not go into effect until 
Jan.l, 1987. 

Also, a regional association of 
Commissioners of Revenues is 
considering a regional approach 
to the problem and Vaughan said 
that report is expected in about a 
month. 



Budget 

The approved budget includes 
a net increase in allocations of

The adjustment in thejax rate 
was made to compensate for a 
change in the way in which the 
Commissioner of the Revenue 
will assess motor vehicles.

About 40 showed up at the 
Council session Monday to 
protest the tax rate on boats. 

George Langley, of 4145 Her- 
mitage Road, said that the Boat 
Owners Association of Virginia 
Beach was formed in 1983 to do 
something about the boat taxes in 
Virginia Beach. 

He said the owners made a sur- 
vey of localities from Maine to 
Florida and found that the sutes 
of Maryland, Delaware, New 
Jersey and Connecticut have-no 
personal property tax on boats. 
Florida taxes a 26-foot boat at$32 
a year and a 48-foot boat at $52 a 
year; tax rates in eight localities, 
in North Carolina range from 37 
cents to 84 cents. 

Most of the boats sold in 
Virginia Beach, he said are 
registered in Portsmouth whwe 
the tax rate was recently reduced 
to SO cents, the lowest in this 
area. A reduction, Langley said, 
would keep the larger boats 
closer to home. He said that the 
$3.80 tax rate would be like sales 
tax each year. He compared the 
tax rate on a beach cottage 
(80 cents) to the boat tax, saying 
that the system was not fair and 
equitable. 

Samuel Scott said that it was 
appalling that Virginia Beach has 
the second highest tax rate on the 
coast, next to Washington, D.C. 

A home worth $466,000 is 
taxed $3,600 a year, while a boat 
valued at $238,000 is taxed $7,140 
a year, he said. In Portsmouth, 
the owner qf the same boat would 
pay $1,237.' 

John Rdd compared taxes paid 
for luxury items such as swim- 
ming jKJols, beach cottages, and 
tennis courts to boats with boats 
coming out paying the higher 
taxes. 

Lou Pace, an unsuccessful 
candidate in the recent Coun- 
cilmanic election, said that the 
personal property tax was the 
most unfair tax in the United 
States, that no one pays a fair 
share and that it should be 
eliminated entirely. In iu place 
should be a one-to-two pwcent 
sales tax increase which 
everybody pays.

Scholarship house underway

Accompanied by the roar of a 
backhoe. Tidewater Builders 
Association recently broke 
ground to begin construction of 
its 19th Scholarship House. 
Virginia Beach Mayor Harold 
Heischober turned the first blade 
of earth at a ceremony held in the 
city's Rock Creek subdivision. 

Christopher Companies, a 
Virginia Beach building and 
development firm, has been selec- 
ted to build the two-story, three- 
bedroom home. The house is 
scheduled to be completed in 
August and proceeds from its sale 
will fund- scholarships for area 
students. 

"All of us at Christopher 
Companies are happy to be a part 
of this very worthwhile endeavor. 
This is something we've wanted 
to do for a number of years. . . We 
want to do everything we can to 
maximize the return on the 
program by eliciting full support 
from ^UF subcontractors and 
suppliers," said the firm's 
president, Frederick Kober. 

Each year TBA selects one of 
its builder members to waive his 
profits and construct a Scholar- 
ship House. TBA subcontractor 
and supplier members donate 
materials, services and labor to 
the project. When the house is 
completed and sold at fair market 
price, the proceeds are donated to 
TBA's Scholarship Foundation. 

The Foundation, the largest 
source of scholarship grants in 
the area, assists academically and 
financially deserving Tidewater 
students in funding their un- 
dergraduate education. 

This year the foundation will 
fund approximately 20 scholar- 
ships representing a commitment 
of more than $47,000. Recipients 
of the 1986-87 awards will be an-

Why have so many people 
donated their time and energy to 
a festival which honors the straw- 
berry?

2010 Municipal Center Could cost $53 million

It will cost the city $52,330,800 
to bring the Municipal Center at 
Princess Anne C#irthouse into 
the 21st century. 

— That is the total cost estimated 
by consultants for buildings, site 
improvements and utilities tojc- 
conmiodate the needs of the 2868 
Municipal Center employees an- 
ticipated by the year 2010. The 
Hgure represents an increase of 
63 percent. The number of city 
employees at the Center and 
elsewhere in the city is expected 
to grow from 4408 to 7198. 

The cost does not include 
Education Building improvemen- 
ts or land acquisition costs. The 
plan proposes the acquisition of 
approximately 35 acres northeast 
of the complex and another 25 
acres, including the Courthouse 
Elementary School property 
southeast of the complex. 

The plan, presented by Jack 
Todd, of the consulting firm, at a 
work session, shows most 
parking along George Mason 
Drive and north of Princess Anne 
Road with additional parking in 
the courts complex and near the 
relocated fiscal services building. 

The center area from east to 
west is reserved for a (XJmmons 
and pedestrian paths. 

According to the study, the city 
will need 47 percent more space 
at the complex than it has now. 
Municipal functions currently 
require 510,000 net square feet of 
s|Mce of which 375,000 square 
feet arc provided at the 
Municipal Center and 16,000 
square f«t at remote storage sites 
resulting in a deficit of 119,000 
square feet. Unless something is 
done the deficit will increase to 36 
percent by 1990 and 47 percent by 
MOO, the study statra.

Terrorism: 

A distinctive disorder 

Political terrorism has become a distincitve 
disorder in our world today. Modern terrorism is 
organized, growing, coordinated and, increasingly, 
it is state supported. 

Terrorism has its roots in two movements- 
Marxism and Islamic radicalism. These forces have 
given terrorism its reason for being and much of its 
material support. They legitimize violence, are 
profoundly hostile to democracy and have found in 
terrorism an ideal weapon for waging war. 

Nations like the Soviet Union, Libya and Iran 
give terrorists weapons, training and money. They 
also provide sanctuary and safe passage, often 
using their own embassies. Without the support of 
such nations, international terrorism would be im- 
possible. 

Terrorism is the deliberate and systematic mur- 
der, maiming and menacing of the innocent to in- 
spire fear for political ends. The terrorist declares a 
total war on the society he attacks. For him, 
everyone is a legitimate target. No one is spared- 
ordinary citizens and leaders alike. 

The victims of terrorist attacks are unarmed, un- 
defended, unwary and they are civilians. 

Terrorists are the shock troops in a war to the 
death against the values and institutions of society 
and of the people who embody it. 

The United States' policy on terrorism must be 
unambiguous. We condemn terrorism in all its 
forms no matter where it occurs. The United States 
does not negotiate with terrorists. We will not pay 
ransoms, nor will we alter our policies to meet 
terrorist demands. 

Beyond that, there are a number of things we 
must do. The United States must also improve its 
intelligence gathering capabilities so we have a bet- 
ter sense of what's happening in the worid. This 
will help us to discourage terrorist acts and respond 
more effectively when our citizens are threatened. 

Moreover, we have to encourage a more positive 
response from the world community. Many of our 
friends fail to act because of greed and cowardice. 
It seems, for example, the French and the Italians 
are far more interested in the pursuit of the Franc 
and the Lira than they are in responding to the 
Kadaf fis of the world. 

Too many nations seem content to sit it out while 
their friends are attacked so as not to invoke the 
wrath of the terrorists. Well, neither cowardice nor 
greed will easily disappear. But if the United States 
pursues a firm stand, our policies will eventually 
succ^ and influence our western alli« to take 
more concerted action against this threat to our 
mutual peace and freedom.

Julie Newcomb, an im- 
poverished medical student, 
reluctantly agrees to spend the 
summer caring for her gran- 
dmother, who has suffered a 
serious stroke. When she arrives 
at Maidenwood, the isolated 



family home, she discovers that 
peculiar things have been hap- 
pening, including the sudden ap- 
pearance of the skeletons of a 
young woman and an infant on a 
lonely back road^This ignites the 
interest of treasure hunters 
looking for pirate booty, psychics 
searching for old graveyards, and 
an archeologist (and Julies old 
boybriend) hunting for the 
remains of a lost settlement. 

Suddenly the house is much 
less isolated and Julie's boring 
summer becomes considerably 
more interesting as she befriends 
a stray dog, helps dig for the lost 
settlement and investigates the 
strange happenings. But events 



take a sudden serious turn when 
the dog is poisoned, the house 
broken into and Julie is attacked. 
Eventually the pieces all fall into 
place and almost too late Julie 
discovers the unsuspected reason 
for the many inexplicable oc- 
currences. 

Barbara Michael's knack of 
combining likable characters, 
both himian and animal: pic- 
turesque settings and action-filled 
plots, have made her one of the 
most popular writers of romantic 
suspense.

Is it in the best interest of the 
Virginia Beach school system 
and the community to have an 
early retirement program for 
tea^rsJ- -^-^-r^— - ~ . - .- 

Five years ago, when the 
question was raised in response to 
the implementation of early 
retirement programs in a number 
of school divisions, no one knew 
for sure. More and more teachers 
approached the association in 
support of an early retirement 
program and after several annual 
requests, the administration 
agreed to establish a committee 
to study and put together a plan 
which could work and be accep- 
ted. 

To the chagrin of advocates for 
a full blown early retirement 
program with substantial 
benefits, the committee quickly 
decided that an early retirement 
plan, which would be a cost fac- 
tor to the school system and tax- 
payers, would not succeed. Con- 
sequently, the committee 




narrowed in on plans which had 
very limited benefits and could 
essentially be funded by the tur- 
nover of staff and not require 
additional tax revenue. 

Several modest retirement 
plans were studied including 
plans in Henrico, Petersburg, 
Hampton, Fairfax and Chester- 
field. The Virginia Beach plan 
that evolved closely paralleled the 
plan in Henrico County which 
has had a good track record. 
Eligibility for the plan requires 
employees to have 15 years of 
service in Virginia Beach schools 
and be between the ages of SS and 
65. The benefit would be 24% of 
an employees' final salary and 
the continuation of 

hospitalization benefits. In ex- 
change for those benefits, the 
early retirees could be required to 
wor4. 20 days a year for the- • 
school system. The benefit could 
last for seven years or until a par- 
ticipant reaches the age of 65 . 

The program has limits that 
allow the system to determine the 
number of employees who could 
retire under the program in any 
one year. If the number of ap- 
plicants for any contractual year 
would exceed this limit, applican- 
ts with the highest total of age 
and years of service with Virginia 
Beach City Schools would be 
selected. 

The plan was presented and 
discussed in January at a school 
board workshop. But, the board 
took no action. In a newspaper 
report, both the Superintendent 
and school board chairman ex- 
pressed doubts that the system 
should encourage teacher tur- 
nover in light of the teacher shor-

tage in certain subject areas. 

These fears seem exaggerated, 
at best, since the number of 
retirees for any given year would 
be controlled by the school 
board. In addition, is it in the 
best interest of students to be 
taught by a teacher who is burnt 
out and wants out, or for the 
school system to beef up its 
recruitment efforts to find 
capable teachers who want to 
teach at the Beach? 

Hopefully, the school board 
will take the less expeditious 
route and adopt the proposed 
early retirement program. In the 
long run, it would be better for 
those teachers who really need 



the opportunity to get out and 
better for students who would be 
taught by their replacements who 
are full of enthusiasm and 
energy. 
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SRA scores continue to climb 



The following article has been 
submitted by the Virginia Beach 
public school system's public in- 
formation office: 

Students in Virginia Beach 
public schools have scored an 
average of between 60 and 73 
percentile points, which is above 
the national average (50th per- 
centile) on standardized 
achievement tests, according to 
data received from the Virginia 
State Assessment Program. 

Results of the 1985-1986 SRA 
achievement test, which is ad- 
ministered to all students in the 
4th, 8th and 11th grades, also 
show that scores of Virginia 
Beach students have risen 
significantly since 1982, the first 
year the present test was given. 

At the 4th grade level, 1985- 
1986 SRA test scores of Virginia 
Beach students improved over 
last year in all categories- 
reading, math, language arts, 
reference materials, social 
studies, and science-continuing 
the upward trend of the past 
several years. 

Scores for 8th graders, already 
considerably higher than the 
national average, stayed substan- 
tially the same in all categories of 
the test this year, with the excep- 
tion of science, which showed an 
increase of four percentile points. 
Eleventh graders scored higher 
on the math, reading, and science 
tests; scores for the reference 
materials and language arts 



segments stayed the same as last 
year, and scores on social studies 
were lower by a single percentile 
point. 

It is important to note that 
when scores are as high as those 
of Virginia Beach public school 
students, an increase of four per- 
centil points, as in the 4th grade 
math score (from 69 to 73), is 
considered statistically 
significant. The higher the 
achievement scores are to begin 
with, the greater the difficulty is 
for posting any real im- 
provement. A 70th percentile 
average level of performance, for 
instance, means that a Virginia 
Beach student's achievement is as 
high as or higher than 70 percent 
of students nationwide who took 
the test. 

A total of approximately 
12,000 students enrolled in the 
4th, 8th, and 11th grades in the 
public schools of Virginia Beach 
took the SRA test in March of 
this year. 

"I am once again very pleased 
with the high scores, especially 
when WA consider the 
phenomenal growth of our 
school system and the highly 
trandent nature of our student 
population," said Dr. E. E. 
Bi4ckell, Superintendent of 
Virginia Beach Public Schools. 
"I believe these scores are 
another indication that our 
schools provide the high quality 
education the public demands." 



The SRA achievement test is 
the primary component of the 
Virginia State Assessment 
Program, which reports to the 
Virginia General Assembly, to 
the State Board of Education, 
and to the general public how 
school systems compare 
nationally and within the State of 
Virginia. The Virginia Beach 
school division, however, goes 
beyond the use of the test for 
purposes of comparison; teachers 
and principals are encouraged 
and taught to use the test results 
to identify strengths and 



weaknesses of students and to 
diagnose individual learning 
needs. 

The 1986 Virginia Beach SRA 
test results continue to confirm 
the indication of earlier measures 
of program performance and st- 
udent achievement; Virginia 
Beach students continue to per- 
form at levels significantly higher 
than the average for their 
national, state, and local counter- 
parts. Scores for 1986 in Virginia 
Beach range from 20 percent 
higher than the national average 
to nearly 50 percent higher.

Telephone 
fee set 
to rise 



The following information was 
supplied by Continental 
Telephone Company of Virginia: 

The SI monthly fee that 
residential telephone customers 
pay for access to the long distan- 
ce network is scheduled to rise to 
$2 per month starting June 1 by 
order of the federal government. 

The increase, which was set by 
the Federal Communications 
Commission (FCC), applies to 
every telephone customer in the 
nation with the exception of 
businesses with more than one 
telephone line. The customers 
currently pay $6-per line each 
month. 

The "access charge" increase, 
however, comes at the same time 
American Telephone and 
Telegraph (AT&T) plans a steep 
cut in its long distance rates. On 
April 24, AT&T filed a proposal 
with the FCC that would reduce 
its long distance rates over 11 
percent. If the FCC approves the 
measure, it would represent the 
third rate reduction implemented 
by AT&T since its historic 
breakup in 1984. 

According to AT&T some of 
their planned cuts include: An 
11.4 percent reduction for long 
distance calls made between 9 
a.m. and 11 p.m. on weekdays; 
and a 2.7 percent reduction in 
late night and weekend long 
distance rates. 

Mike Hall, local manager-tele- 
phone services in Virginia Beach, 
said he expects AT&T's proposal 
will pressure other long distance 
companies to reduce their rates as 
well. "If AT&T's proposal is ap- 
proved, It would mean that their 
rates will have declined 129 per- 
cent since 1984," HaU said. 

Access charges first went into 
effect for multi-line business 
customers at $6-per-line per mon- 
th in May 1984. Residential ac- 
cess charges began in June 1985, 
with residential and single-line 
business customers paying $1 per 
month. 

Hall said the access charges go 
to local telephone companies for 
the cost of maintaining the wires 
and cables that connect 
customers to the long distance 
telephone network. Before the 
breakup of AT&T, he explained, 
those costs were included in long 
distance rates.

The 1986 Pungo Strawberry 
Festival in Virginia Beach is 
scheduled for next Saturday and 
Sunday, and as the largest 
festival yet, plenty of land has 
been set aside for parking at the 
festival area as well as park and 
ride shuttle service from 
outlaying locations. 

Parking at the festival area will 
be at the Pungo Air Strip on 
Princess Anne Road and also at 
the intersection of Princess Anne 
Road and Indian River Road, 
with both locations dnigned to 
provide space for over 10,000 
vehicles each with additional land 
available to be used.

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300,000 people 
expected annually 
after museum opens

A standard parental warning 
upon entering the museum is: 
"Now don't touch anything! 
Look with your eyes, not with 
your hands." 

This makes sense at most 
museums, but not at this East 
Coast resort city's newest 
museum. No hands-off policy 
here. In fact, hands-on in- 
volvement with the exhibits is not 
only encouraged, but also 
required of visitors, young and 
old alike. 

The Virginia Marine Science 
Museum in Virginia Beach will 
open June 14. The 41 ,000 square- 
foot complex contains a collec- 
tion of living exhibits devoted ex- 
clusively to Virginia's rich marine 
environment. The facility's 
master plan was created by E. 
Verner Johnson and Associates 
of Boston, a firm which has par- 
ticipated in the planning and 
design of more than 50 museums, 
including the Boston Museum of 
Science and a museum complex 
for the Smithsonian Institution. 

As the setting for the new 
facility, Virginia Beach is unique 
for more reasons than its ability 
to attract throngs of vacationers 
to its shores each year. The city is 
one of the few places where an 
ocean, a bay, rivers and wetlands 
all come together in a living 
illustration of multiple mttrtne 
envirohments. The museum was 
constructed on the site of a 
carefully preserved II -acre salt 
marsh, situated on an inlet with 
direct access to the Atlantic 
Ocean. Its close proximity to the 
city's resort area enables visitors 
to arrive by car or by a quick ride 
aboard one of the areas bright 
red trolley-buses. 

The museum is divided into 
two main exhibit areas. In the fir- 
st half, visitors experience 
Virginia's four marine habitats: a 
Coastal Plains river; a salt marsh; 
the Chesapeake Bay; and the 
Atlantic Ocean floor just beyond 
the Continental Shelf. 

In the Coastal Plains river 
room, live vegetation borders an 
indoor "river" brimming with 
brackish and freshwater fish. 
Trees along the bank are filled 
with free-flying cardinals, 
chickadees and other native bir- 
ds. 

The salt marsh exhibit takes 
museum-goers outdoors on a 
one-fifth-mile stroll along an 
elevated boardwalk that is part of 
the facility. Visitors will see the 
dense grasses, trees, birds and 
other wild creatures that inhabit 
the marshland over which the 
museum is built. 

In the Chesapeake Bay Hall. 
an immense 50,000-gallon 
aquarium holds bluefish, floun- 
der and other marine animals. 
The floor of the hall slopes 
downward, giving visitors a sense

of walking down into and under 
the bay. A touch tank enables the 
curious to pick up and hold har- 
mless bay creatures. 

The deep ocean habitat defines 
an area that creates the im- 
pression Qf a trip in a submersible 
yiBSsel. After a diving bell sounds 
and the simulated descent begins, 
the scenes at several "portholes" 
change, revealing the marine life 
found below. "Under the 
Waves" are sharks and other 
deep-water marine animals, as 
well as the remains of ancient 
shipwrecks on the murky ocean 
floor. 

The second half of the 
museum, dealing with "Man and 
the Marine Environment," 
houses a sea water room, a marine 
weather room a sand room and a 
cultural history hall. It is in this 
area of the complex that many 
exhibits and experiment stations 
permit visitors to control, 
manipulate and otherwise per- 
sonally experience marine en- 
viroiunental factors. 

In the sea water room, ripple 
tanks provide visitors the oppor- 
tunity to make their own waves 
and learn about wave energy in 
the process. An exhibit on marine 
microbial life allows visitors to 
extract a salt marsh water 
specimen and view it on a video 
micrcMCope, revealing Uve marine 
animaU, tpo small to be seen by 
the nai^ e^. Additional hands- 
on experiments deal with salinity, 
buoyancy, depth, color and other 
chemical and physical properties 
of sea water. 

The sea water room also 
features an electronic decision 
making activity regarding 
pollution of the Chesapeake Bay. 
Using a computer, visitors make 
a series of choices about cleaning 
up the bay. Each choice is 
reviewed in terms of practicality 
and cost. The computer analyses 
both primary costs, or the actual 
bill for cleanup efforts; and 
secondary costs, or fiscal effects 
in terms of industry gains and 
losses brought about by chosen 
environmental activities. 

At the marine weather station, 
museum-goers are able to work 
meteorological instruments and 
make computer-aided weather 
forecasts. 

' The sand room features a cross 
section of a sand dune to show 
the teeming abundance of life 
contained beneath the surface of 
the shore. At a sand table, 
visitors can sift samples of sand, 
view them under microscopes and 
analyze their varying qualities. 
To illustrate changing shorelines, 
a model of the Southeastern 
Virginia land mass bordering 
Chesapeake Bay alternately rises 
and sinks in water, showing how 
land contours have changed over 
the 15.000 years since the last Ice 
Age.

In anticipation of a June 14 
opening, the Virginia Marine 
Science Museum has installed a 
one-half ton sculpture at the en- 
trance of its drive on General 
Booth Boulevard in Virginia 
Beach on Friday, May 23 at 10 
a.m. The sculpture- features the 
Lookdown fish which is in- 
diginous to Virginia coastal 
waters. These beautiful relatives 
of the pompano will adorn the 
entrance of this new facility, 
which houses over 100 hands-on 
exhibits which invite visitors to 
participate in the discovery of 
Virginia's marine environment. 

The sculpture, commissioned 
for the museum by the Virginia 
Marine Science Museum Foun- 
dation was completed by Sculp- 
tor/Dentist William H. Turner, a 
nationally known wildlife sculp- 
tor from Virginia's Eastern 
Shore. Each of the fish in this 



original sculpture measures 
nearly five feet in length, with the 
total sculpture weighing in a 
1,000 pounds. The Lookdown is 
the fish featured in the Museum 
logo, chosen primarily for its 
beauty and unusual appearance. 

Lookdowns, along with red 
drum, black sea bass, nurse 
sharks and many other fish, will 
be on permanent display in the 
Museum's Chesapeake Bay Hall; 
a 50,000 gallon salt-water 
aquarium showing a "slice" of 
the Chesapeake Bay. Visitors will 
experience the Bay as one of four 
habitats in a "Journey of Water 
Through Virginia." 

The Museum, conceived as a 
major marine educational 
resource for the Commonwealth, 
includes 41,500 square feet of 
exhibit space and is located along 
a beautiful stretch of salt marsh 
on Owls Creek near Rudee Inlet.

V WC upswing 

During a time when many colleges and univer- 
sities.gre faqjj^/)|^ci^ peril due to declining 
enrolimeat, ^¥iijgin» il?\feste>«n College is one 
academic institution which is growing by leaps and 
bounds. 

Dr. Lambuth Qarke, President of VWC, recen- 
tly reported to the college's Board of Trustees that 
applications for the coming fall semester are up 54 
percent ahead of last year at this time, and out-of- 
state applications have more than tripled. 

In keeping with the unprecedented growth of the 
institution, a major physical expansion program 
has been approved by Virginia Wesleyan's Board 
of Trustees. The expansion program, which will be 
launched during the 25th anniversary of the 
school's chartering, will include the building of a 
Center for the Humanities; the completion of the 
school's second academic village; and the creation 
of a central dining facility. College officials hope 
to have all of the buildings completed in the next 
five years, during which time enrollment is expec- 
ted to increase by 20 percent. According to Judge 
Jerry G. Bray, Jr.. Chairman of VWC's Board of 
Trustees, "There is a clear^wd for these additional 
facilities; and the momentum of college is very 
favorable at this time.'' 

While the school is awaiting tfte completion of its 
new facilities, additional space will be created by 
the installation of two modular units. The units, 
which will be brought to the campus this summer, 
will house two classrooms and several faculty of- 
fices. "We are simply out of classroom and faculty 
office spdce," stated Dr. William Wilson, Vice- 
President for Academic Affairs. 

According to William J. Fanney, Chairman of 
the college's Trustees Development Committee, 
plans for a capital funds campaign (to support the 
school's new facilities) will be announced in the 
fall. 

In addition to the physical expansion program, 
VWC's Board of Trustees also approved a 10.8 
percent budget increase for the 1987 fiscal year. 
The total budget approved for 1987 is $7,625,000.

Enforce pornography laws 



Editor: 

Some issues in life are like 
newsprint. They are black and 
white. Their impact cuts across 
income-strata, sex, age, political 
beliefs and national backround; 
refusal, by society, to addr»s 
these issues is suicidal. One such 
issue facing America today is 
"pomogr^hy." 

Pornography is the literature 
of sexual deviance, which in- 
cludes such disorders as 
exhibitionism, voyeurism 
fetishism, transvestitism, 
homosexuality and 

sadomasochism. This 4 billion 
dollar industry is crime ridden, 
evil and unhealthy. 

In 1970 Lyndon Johnson ap- 
pointed a "Presidential Com- 
mission" on obscenity and por- 
nography. The "Commission" 
stunned the social science com- 
munity with a report that was 
scientifically unfounded and 
bas&i on unproven theory and 
speculation. The "Commission" 
concluded that pornography was; 
1) harmless and possibly 
therapeutic; 2) had no negative 
effect on adults or children; 3) 
was not a social problem; and 4) 
its production and distribution 
should be free of regulation and 
control. Although the report was 
soundly rejected by the U.S. 
Senate in a vote of 60 to 5, it ser- 
ved as the catalist that promoted 
IS years of obscenity peddling in 
the name of 1st Amendment 
rights. Today, even champions of 
free expression, feminist, civil 
liberterians, conservatives and 
Christians acknowledge that the 
sexual exploitation of children is 
indefensible, that pornography is 
unredeeming trash, that dirty 
book stores and collateral 
operations breed runaways, dope 



dealers and victims, prostitutes, 
and dirty old men, while 
enriching the coffers of organized 
crime. 

Over the years the systematic 
outpouring of obscenity through 
magazines, theaters and 
television has desensitized the 
public to the pronounced, inten- 
tionally propagated, deviant anti- 
family lifestyles being taught 
through media, public school sex 
education and "low life" 
literature. Over this period 
America has done little; however, 
it is time that a lethargic, uncon- 
cerned public throw off, avoid 
and boycott the obscene and dirty 
in every form. 

Pornography is not a victimless 
crime. 1.8 million children run 
away yearly and 85% of those 
will be molested and harmed if 
they remain on the street. There 
are over 600,000 juvenile 
prostitutes living a painful, 
godkss and cruel life in the U.S. 
Over one million children have 
been photographed in sexually 
explicit poses. 2.5 million socially 
taken advantage of children are 
clinically diagnosed as 
schizophrenic and another 2.5 
million have serious anti-social 
personality disorders. The Center 
for Child Abuse and Neglect 
estimates that 1.3 million 
children are abused and that por- 
nography is the primary stimulus 
for this. 

Television promotes "Soaps", 
60% of all movies made are now 
R-rated, and X-rated movies now 
generate 400 million dollars a 
year in America. For the Editors 
of the Virginian-Pilot to mock 
the recent "report" done by the 
Attorney Generals Office and to 
further suggest that linkage bet- 
ween pornography and anti- 



social and unlawful behavior 
remains unproved is laughable. 

George Albee, University of 
Vermont's renouned psychologist 
and epidemiologist has said, 
"When we remain silent, in the 
fact of any kind of oppression of 
the weak by the strong; when we 
tolerate the cynical manipulation 
of public opinion, the hucksters 
and influence-peddlers; when a 
veil falls over our eyes as we see 
the exploiters respected, we are 
like the child abusers and por- 
nographers." Europe hemmed 
and hawed as Hitler's crack 
German Einstazgruppen 
batallions (mobile killing units) 
fanned out across Europe mur- 
dering jews, gypsies and 
politicians. One and a half 
million dead men, women and 
children later the Reich had still 
not repented. It took an un- 
thinkable Holocaust and the lives 
of 6,000,000 Jews to return a sen- 
se of conscience to Germany. 
Today we have murdered 
18,000,000 babies in America in 
the name of convenience and 
choice. We have lapped up smut, 
excused homosexuality, and hid- 
den behind the letter of the law in 
the name of individual rights. If 
we do not take the necessary steps 
to rid our society of the obscenity 
blight we will force God 
Almighty to apologize to Sodom 
and Gomorrah. 

As Atlanta and Virginia Beach 
have proven, the laws, presently 
in force, are sufficient to deter 
the presence of pornography in 
our stores and on our screens.

Having prepared for the' next 
event, the children take their 
places as council members, 
mayor, city manager, and 
residents, participating in a mock 
City Council meeting. Issues may 
extend ftom problems such as 
"Should we build another 
recreation center" to "How 
should the leash law be han- 
dled." 

Each teacher selects two 
students from the class. One 
student supports the issue and the 
other is opposed. Students take 
roles of City Council members, 
residents, even the press. They 
are encouraged to participate in 
discussions, public hearings, even 
to the point of taking photos and 
notes to take back to class. 
Everyone wBo is interested may 
play a role to promote the fact 
that all residents should take an 
active part in their government. 

To say that these students take 
this assignment seriously is an 
understatement. Watching their 
involvement in this event is as 
fascinating as the world of 
municipal goverimient is to the 
children. It makes one realize 
that what we take for granted is 
really a remarkable process of 
freedom of choice, and too, that 
these enthusiastic role players are 
the decision makers of 
tomorrow.

Dating back 
to 1732, the Georgian-style struc- 
ture with the Dutch gambre! roof 
. was a home to four generations 
of Francis Lands, one of the first 
families to settle in Prin(«ss Anne 
County. 

It was Captain Francis Land 
in, a burgess for Prin(%s$ Anne 
County, who built the house. The 
date of the building was deter- 
mined by a brick from the 
basCTient of the home which had 
"1732" inscribed in it. The house 
stayed in the Land family until 
the death of the last Land male, 
Francis Mosley Land, after which 
time his descendents sold the 
structure and the surrounding 
JOQ acres in 18S3. Although court 
- records from the American Civil 
War are somewhat vague, it is 
believed that the Union Army 
took over the house in the 1860's 
and used it as a prison for captive 
Confederate soldiers. 

Now, as another chapter un-~ 
furls for the 18th century 
dwelling, many projects are un- 
derway to "restore" the home 
and bring it to its full potential. 
"Roiovations have been done to 
make the house usable. 
?' Hopefully, over the next 20 
years, it will be fully restored to 
its original 18th century ap- 
pearance," Taylor said. 

One of the biggest tasks at 
hand is the furnishing of the 
house. To create as authentic an 
atmosphere as possible. Captain 
Land's original inventories will 
be used in selecting the fur- 
nishing. According to Taylor, 
"We need to raise half a million 
dollars to get the furniture we 
really want here. We want to pur- 
chase period pieces and they're 
very costly." 

Although the city will provide 
basic maintenance for the house, 
everything else-from educational 
materials to books to fumishings- 
-will rely on public support. 
Taylor hopes that the public will 
support the Land House and con- 
sider it to be "their home." 
"We^rc calling it Virginia

it at the ground floor, they will 
appreciate it more-hopefully, by 
treating it as their own, they will 
learn from it," she said.

At a recreated carver's 
shack, modern day craftsmen 
create wildfowl decoys. Other 
exhibits illustrate the lives of the 
region's watermen and the 
products they harvest, including 
renowned Chesapeake Bay 
oysters and crabs. 

Virginia's former Governor 
Charles S. Robb envisions the 
unique "hands-on" museum not 
just as an important new tourist 
attraction, but also as a means of 
engendering greater public ap- 
preciation of marine resources.
